It is possible 
for 
a 
man so

leave his money that his entire estate 
might be swallowed up by inheritance 
taxes.

A striking case is that of Charles 
11. Morse of Chicago. 
He left an es­ 
tate valued at more than $20,000,000, 
m ost o f it to a daughter, about $3,- 
000,000 to one son, and $2,000,000 to 
another. 
The will contained a pro­ 
viso that the sons should pay froom 
their shares the inheritance taxes on 
the entire estate. 
The taxes 
were 
$1,500,000 more than the sons’ com­ 
bined shares. 
It is the multiplicity and the con­ 
flict of state laws that bring about 
such conditions. 
Oklahoma, for 
in­ 
stance, levies a tax of a fraction of a 
per cent for each $100 in an estate. If 
the estate were large enough, 
the 
state’s total tax would be 100 per 
cent; and if a decedent died in New 
York state, the estate might have a 
25 per cent tax in addition. 
And

federal taxes 
or 
transfer taxes by other states. 
A hypothetical case 
was recently 
given by Prof. Belknap of the Uni­ 
versity of Louisville, in which under 
certain circumstances

A fierce argum ent is tearing apart 
the Holy Land, politically and relig­ 
iously, from Dan to Beersheba. 
The issue is an elderly Englishman, 
a good golfer and tennis player de­ 
spite his 76 years; a statem an of in­ 
ternational reputation, who has also 
found 
time 
to 
become a first rate 
writer of pessimistic essays. 
He is 
Arthur Jam es Balfour, first earl of 
t he* name. 
America knows him best for 
his 
two 
official 
visits 
here, the first in 
1917, when America entered the war; 
the second as the British representa- 
tivejat the arm s conference. 
Ireland 
knows him for his cynical opposition 
to home rule, which began in the ’80s. 
Jews know him as the new political 
father of their old homeland. 
For in 
1917 it was Balfour who first declar­ 
ed officially that “his m ajesty’s gov­ 
ernment view with favor the estab­ 
lishment in Palestine 
of a national 
home for the Jewish people’’. 
Earl Balfour’s visit to Palestine to 
ledicate a new Hebrew university at 
Mt. Scopus in Jerusalem has thrown 
into relief, as nothing else could, the 
heroic accomplishments of the Zion­ 
ists 
in 
Palestine, and, at the same 
time, the mountainous obstacles that 
till face them. 
Some weeks ago Earl Balfour land­ 
ed at Haifa. 
He was wildly greeted. 
Jewish communities went into a fren­ 
zy over him. 
Gov. Sir Herbert Sam­ 
uel, Dr. Chaim Weitzman, head of the 
World Zionist organization, 
arrived 
to accompany him on his tour. 
Jew ­ 
ish rough riders carrying their 
na­ 
tional emblem, the six-pointed star 
of David, formed as his escort. 
At Jatfa the whole Jewish comm­ 
unity turned out on the streets to see 
him; at Jerusalem, where he dedicat­ 
ed 
the 
university, 
venders 
made 
small fortunes selling “ Balfour choco­ 
lates" and 
“ Balfour 
biscuits”. 
At 
N azareth he learned that they 
had 
even named a town after him; a new 
community on the 
plains 
of Jesrael 
was calling itself Balfouria. 
He was 
a Jewish national idol. 
But that is only one side of the pic­ 
ture*. Upon his arrival he found Arab 
newspapers 
carrying 
black borders 
and the following: 
Realizing that the Balfour declar­ 
ation of 1917 contains a policy that is 
fatal to Palestine, and on motion <« 
the district branches of the Moslem 
and Christian Association of Pales­ 
tine, the Arab executive 
has passed 
the following resolutions: 
Inhabitants who are victims of the 
aforesaid policy will withold the re­ 
ception otherwise due to Lord Bal­ 
four. On the day of his arrival meet­ 
ings will be held in places of worship 
for protest and prayer. 
Representa­ 
tives of Arab bodies, recognized 
or 
unrecognized, and other national bod­ 
ies and notables 
will 
refrain 
from 
meeting 
him 
publicly 
or privately. 
The authorities responsible for 
the 
holy places and national institutions 
will withold leave of access to them. 
Arabic papers will appear with black 
borders and brief comments in Eng­ 
lish on the Balfour declaration. 
Po­ 
litical authorities in the 
Arab coun­ 
trie s will associate themselves 
with 
the said protests and prayers. 
The 
Palestine government is notified that 
it will be responsible for consequenc­ 
es resulting from Jewish demonstra­ 
tions, public or private, authorized or 
unauthorized. 
And th at wasn’t the whole of it. In 
Jerusalem, while vendors were cell­ 
ing Balfour chocolates 
in 
the 
new 
city outside the walls, there 
was 
a 
Balfour store strike within the *ita- 
del. Even the Jewish merchants, eith­ 
er because of intimidation or volun­ 
tarily, joined in keeping their shops 
closed.

JURY ACQUITS CAPIÎ 
KILLER AT CHARLESTON

Charleston, April 22.—Deliberating 
less than an hour and a half, a jury 
in circuit court here Tuesday 
night 
found Oscar L. Northington not guil­ 
ty of the murder of Ott<> E. Goehring, 
whom he shot to death on a street in 
Cape Girardeau more than two years 
ago. 
It was the third trial of the ac­ 
cused man. 
The 
jury’s 
verdict 
ends a case 
which has been on the docket of 
the 
local court since early in 19211 and in 
which there have been three trials. 
The first, in February, 1923, resulted 
in 
a 
“hung” 
jury. 
In the second 
Northington was convicted but 
ap­ 
pealed and was granted a new 
trial 
on a technical error in the 
instruc­ 
tions to th.‘ jury. 
The trial was colorless and devoid 
of any testimony 
other 
than 
that 
given at previous 
trials. 
Northing­ 
ton, a witness in his own behalf, 
re­ 
peated 
practically 
the 
same story 
that he had told at the other 
hear­ 
ings, except for minor variations, and 
he repeated 
charges 
that Goehring 
had threatened him on various occas­ 
ions. The threats were made, he said, 
because 
he 
had remonstrated with 
the transfer man 
because 
of atten­ 
tions he had been paying Mrs. North­ 
ington. 
State witnesses had 
testified that 
Northington 
had 
called 
Goehring 
from the latter’s automobile and shot 
him. 
<<• Goehring, owner of a transfer com­ 
pany, and known to many Cape Gir­ 
ardeau friends as “Smiling Ott”, was 
shot 
to 
death by Northington 
on 
Sprigg street, a few feet north 
of 
the intersection of 
Broadway, early 
on the night of November 
14, 1922. 
Northington was arrested a half-hour 
later by police at his home on West 
Broadway. 
There he admitted 
the 
shooting and was lodged in jail. 
Efforts were made t<> obtain his re­ 
lease on bail, but they failed 
until 
after the first trial, when the jury dis­ 
agreed. and he was released on bond. 
Police at the 
time declared 
that 
the 
shooting 
was 
the result 
of 
Northington*» 
belief 
that Goehring 
was paying undue attentions to Mrs. 
Northington, but this contention was 
never proved in the trial. 
Northington, at the 
time of 
the 
slaying was not employed, but 
had 
worked for the Gerhardt Construction 
Co., as 
a 
carpenter. 
Previous 
to 
coming to Cape 
Girardeau, he 
had 
been a deputy constable 
in Dunklin 
County and testimony 
at 
his trials 
showed he had killed a man there, 
a 
convict who attempted to escape. 
In 11*23, after being 
released 
on 
Lail, Northington moved 
to Dunklin 
county and is making his home wuth 
his mother. 
His 
wife divorced him 
soon after the tragedy and was 
al­ 
lowed the custody of their children. 
They then moved away from here. 


MOTOR TRUCK LOADS 
LIMITED TO 12 TONS 


.Jefferson City, April 
21.—A -new 
law' limiting the weight and size of 
vehicles that 
may 
travel on public 
highways of the State and to author­ 
ize the highway commission to fur­ 
ther limit the size and weight of ve­ 
hicles when State roads are in bad 
condition, because of rain, 
thawing, 
etc., was passed by the Missouri Leg­ 
islature. The measure is intended to 
prevent the destruction of the high­ 
ways by excessive loading 
and 
by 
heavy traffic when the roads are soft. 
In size, the law limits vehicles to 
96 inches in width, 30 feet in length 
and 12’6 feet in height and any com­ 
bination of vehicles 
to 
60 feet 
in 
length. 
The weight, including load, 
of motor vehicles that may use 
the 
State highway, 
is 
limited to 24,000 
pounds and 38,000 pounds for the ve­ 
hicle and a trailer. 
The highway commission 
at 
any 
time the roads are in soft condition, 
because of thaw ing, rain, snow, or be­ 
cause of new construction, may pre 
scribe a reduction in weights and siz­ 
es of vehicles that may use the roads 
after posting notices of the new regu­ 
lations. 
The sheriff or peace officer of any 
county or city has the power, under 
the act, to arrest upon sight any pe 
son violating the act and to stop any 
vehicle for the purpose of determin­ 
ing whether the vehicle 
is violating 
the size and weight law. 
Vilation of the act 
is declared 
a 
misdemeanor and punishable by a jail 
term of 12 months and a fine of from 
$5 to $500 or both. The law does not 
affect cities of more than 75,000 pop­ 
ulation.

led to the Biological Survey of 
ihe 
United States Department of Agricul­ 
ture. 
The only answer that can 
be 
¡given, says Dr. E. W. Nelson, chief 
of the bureau, is that there is po place 
¡in the United States at present where 
mountain sheep can be secured eith­ 
er for exhibition or for breeding pur­ 
poses. 
Several shipments of bighorn 
have come into the United States r< - 
eently as a result of the courtesy of 
the Canadian Government. These an­ 
imals—eight ewes and four bucks— 
were captured in one of the Canadian 
parks, shipped 
into 
Montana, 
and 
turned loose in 1922 on the Montana 
National Bison Range. 
On this 18.- 
000-acre game refuge in the north­ 
western part of the State they 
have 
bred twice, and the flock now num- 
j bers 28. 
As far as now known, the breeding 
of mountain sheep is similar to that 
I 
t 
t 
of domestic sheep, with which 75 and 
j SO per cent lamb crops are not unus­ 
ual. 
The Biological 
Survey, there- 
| fore, confidently looks forward to the 
time when the mountain sheep on the 
Montan Bison range will number BOO 
say 450 ewes and 50 bucks. 
With 
such a flock, allowing a wide margin 
for 
losses, 
there 
should be 350 or 
more available each year 
for ship­ 
ment from the range to stock suitable 
areas throughout the country. 
One shipment of mountain sheep 
recently received in this country from 
the Canadian Government was placed 
on the Custer State Park and Game 
Refuge in the Black 
Hills of South 
Dakota. The six ewes each gave birth 
to a lamb the year they were receiv­ 
ed. 
One animal, injured in shipment, 
died duing the summer, but at last 
imports the others were doing re­ 
markably well. 
There is an enormous acreage 
of 
good mountain-sheep country in 
the 
Western United States, and there is 
no finer big game 
animal 
for such 
areas than the bighorn.

USE STEAM PRES8UE CANNER 
FOR NON VCID VEGETABLES 


When nonacid 
vegetables, such as 
asparagus, string beans, corn, 
spin­ 
ach and others, are canned at home 
the United States Department of Ag­ 
riculture believes they should be pro­ 
cessed in steam under 
pressure 
at 
temperatures higher than can be ob 
tained in a water bath. 
The times 
and temperatures vary from 40 min­ 
utes at 10 pounds pressure (240 de­ 
grees F.) for quart glass jars of as­ 
paragus to 80 minutes at 15 pounds 
pressure (250 degrees F.) for corn in 
the same size containers, according 
to the time-tables for home canning 
devised 
by 
the 
department. 
The 
steam-pressure 
canner 
is therefore 
recommended for the processing 
of 
all non-acid vegetables. 
In selecting a pressure canner the 
following points should be carefully 
checked. 
A pressure 
canner should 
be strongly built and the top should 
clamp on tightly so that there is 
no 
leakage of steam when it is 
closed. 
There must be an air outlet with a 
pet cock and the top should be equip­ 
ped with a pressure gauge and safe­ 
ty valve. 
A thermometer also is de­ 
sirable. 
Since the temperature is a 
measure of the pressure, it 
is ordi­ 
narily assumed that one can be inter­ 
preted in term 
of 
the other. 
The 
pressure gauge, however, does not al­ 
wa y s indicate the actual temperature 
within the canner, and it is better to 
have both a gauge and a thermome­ 
ter, for one then serves to chock the 
accuracy of the other, in size a pres­ 
sure canner should be suited to the 
kind of containers and the probable 
number to be handled at one time. In 
case the canner must be lifted on and 
off the stove during canning, it is al­ 
so important that it should not be too 
heavy. 
In using the pressure canner, wait 
until steam flows from the pet cock 
before closing; otherwise the pressure 
is no indication of the temperautre.

¡n Hawaiian w aters, 
is 
a native 
of 
Mis « uri. 
He was born in Hannibal, 
I June 11, 1864. 
In 1878, H annibal’s first stree t cai 
line began operations and Coontz was 
on hand on the day the first car made 
it 
trip over the line, which at 
th a t 
time extended 
a 
distance of twelve 


blocks. 
He, in com pany with an o th ­ 
er hoy. took a prom inent part in the 
festivities. 
The two boys, ca rry in g horns, rode1 
on the front p latform and furnished 
plenty of noise. 
At the age of 15, t ’oontz began his 
public career as a driver for the H a n ­ 
nibal 
street 
railway. 
The 
motive 
power at that tim e was a mule team . 
Young Coontz got th e job on his own 
initiative and w ithout any influence 
behind him - a n d he made good 
on 
the job- so good th at he was p ro m o t­ 
ed to the position of conductor 
and 
later was elected m anager of the com 
puny. 
He again made good and a t the ag»* 
of 17 became dep u ty collector of rev ­ 
enue1 for Marion County. 
He a tte n d ­ 
ed strictly to the business of th at o f­ 
fice and discharged his duties

be done.

the new measure, shall make a topo­ 
graphical and hydrographical survey 
of all lands within the drainage area 
of Southeast Missouri and g ath er de­ 
tailed d ata as to the cost of d rainage 
work now complete, as well as the ex­ 
tent of additional drainage necessary 
to reclaim 
all 
lands in th at section 
now subject to overflow or consider­ 
ed sw am p land. 
The findings of the 
commission are to be 
presented 
to 
the F ederal authorities, along with a 
request to Congress for an enabling 
act which will allow the Government 
through the D epartm ent of the In te r­ 
ior, to tak e a part in the reclam ation 
of Mississippi Yralley lands. 


More than 3000 miles of d rainage 
ditches have already been construct 
ed in Southeast Missouri, more dirt 
having been moved in their consti tu­ 
tion, records show, than was moved in 
building the Panam a 
Canal.

phasizd nor suppressed, but given at­ 
tention proportionate to its import­ 
ance in the daily life of decent men. 
“The press must be free to tell and

forbidden by law. 
It must be free to 
advise and advocate through 
news 
and opinion such principles and poli­ 
cies as it believes to be to the best 
interest of society without incurring 
blame for so doing.

II. Morse of Chicago.

most of it to a daughter, about $3,- 
000,(KM) to one son, and $2,000,000 to 
another. 
The will contained a pro­ 
viso that the sons should pay froom 
their shares the inheritance taxes on 
the entire estate. 
The taxes 
were 
$1,500,000 more than the sons’ com­ 
bined shares. 
It is the multiplicity and the con­ 
flict of state laws that bring about 
such conditions. 
Oklahoma, for

stance, levies a tax of a fraction of a 
per cent for each $100 in an estate. If 
the estate were large* enough,

Fredericktown, April 21.—Oil inter­ 
ests in Fredericktown has been fan­ 
ned to fever heat.

Joe Schrum’s freak oil well six weeks 
ago, it has been found that two other 
springs near hero are also yielding, 
in a somewhat smaller ^quantity,
